The 
measure will take effect immediately after. 
its pa e. This is forthe purpose of head- 
ing off Roberts, but it will fail, as he will 
be recognized by the clerk of the House, who 
has no power to decide whether any member 
is entitled to his seat. March 4 the present 
House dies, and it is the duty of the clerk 
to call the next House to order and recognize 
members who hold certificates of election. 
When the House is organized, however, 
Roberts, if the resolution becomes a law, 
which is not likely, would have a distinct 
ground for challenge. : 

The difficulty about all the schemes to de- 
prive Roberts of his seat lies in the fact 
that he m@st be actually seated before the 
House acquires the right to try him for 
polygamy or anything else. 
the House cannot try a member-elect, but 
must put names on the roll if backed up by 
certificates of election. The constitution re- 
quires members of the House to be 25 years 
old, but the clerk cannot decide as to their 
ages. No testimony can be given against 
Roberts or any other member until after the 
House is organized. He may be expelled 
for immorality by a two-thirds vote, mak- 
ing his seat vacant, or his opponent might. 
contest his seat and win it on a majority 
vote, but in either case Roberts is a mem- 
ber of the House until his case is tried. No 
court can interfere. Each House is the judge 
of the qualifications of its own members, 
and the Fifty-sixth Congress, to which Rob- 
erts was eleeted, now has no existence. 

Today the Committee on Naval Affairs 
had a long session, but it did not reach the 
battleship question.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Alger’s Colonial commission, 
which will administer the government. of 
the Philippines, Porto Rico, and Cuba, has 
been completed. The commission is com- 
posed of General. Robert P. Kennedy of 
Bellefontaine, Pa.; Charles W. Watkins of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. and Curtis Guild Ir. of 
Massachusetts. 

This body will be located here and will 
deal with all matters of detail in reference 
to the bestowal of franchises and conces- 
sions, the distribution of moneys to ‘be 
spent in public improvements in the new 
possessions, and all the troublesome ques- 
tions which have already arisen and are 
likely to arise in Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines. It will take off the hands of 
Secretary Alger the enormous work which 
must be done to give those islands good gov- 
ernment and the necessary improvements.

The ordinance for the Illinois Telephone 
and Telegraph company, passed by the Coun- 
cil last night, grants it a franchise through- 
out the Umits of the City of Chicago for 
fifty years.

All wires 
are to be put underground in the district 
bounded by Fullerton avenue on the north, 
Western avenue on the West, Fifty-fifth 
street on the south, and Lake Michigan on 
the east. Free telephones are to be given 
the city for all its public offices except the 
rooms of the Civil Service commission, and 
for fire and police purposes it shall be 
charged $5 a year an instrument. '

Mrs. Elizabeth I. Hanson, Wife of a 
Well-Known Universalist Divine, 
Loses Her Life. 


Mrs. Elizabeth L. Hanson, aged 71, was 
run over and almost instantly killed yester- 
day noon while attempting to alight from an 
IHinois Central train at Forty-third street.

The 
train arrived at Forty-third street station 
at 12:21, and Mrs. Hanson had gone to the 
platform to await the stopping of the train. 
It.is thought that her feebleness was largely 
responsible for the accident which followed. 

C. J. Guytt, Sixty-seventh street and Mon- 
roe avenue, was standing on the platform 
just behind Mrs. Hanson when she slipped. |

DIVIDE THE SAMOAN ISLANDS. 

It is now a decade since the establishment 
of the triple control of the Samoan Islands 
under the joint rule of the United States, 
Great Britain, and Germany. At no time 
has the arrangement been a pronounced 
success, while in several crises it has 
proved itself a dangerous species of failure. 
The German Consul's recent flagrant in- 
fraction of the tripartite agreement of 1889 
will undoubtedly be disavowed by Ger- 
many, but it is only a fresh instance of 
the annoying complications which the triple 
control is constantly producing. The Ber- 
lin treaty arrangement is unsatisfactory and 
the sooner it is brought to an end the 
better. 

The way to solve the Samoan question 
is to abolish the joint control and divide 
the islands among the three powers, re- 
serving Pango-Pango harbor for the Ameri- 


to the United States, and it is the only 
part of the islands that is of any real 
value to us. It will not matter much how 
the rest of the group is divided up. The 
commerce of Apia is not valuable and the 
islands, as a whole, will be of little com- 
mercial use to anybody as long as the 
natives continue to be swayed by the savage 
feuds of rival chiefs. Pango-Pango harbor, 
however, will be of increasing value to 
us as a coaling station in peace or war, 
and our possession of the Philippines will 
make this point much more important than 
in the past. It is a valuable stepping stone 
on the way to Australia and New Zealand 
and will be increasingly serviceable as our 
trade increases in the South Pacific. 

As for the act of the German Consul 
in supporting the claimsof the obstreperous 
Mataafa against the ruling of Chief Jus- 
tice Chambers, it is so clearly in defiance 
of the Berlin convention that Germany’s 
refusal to disavow it would be inexcusable. 
Chief Justice Chambers is an American, 
but he holds the power of last resort in 
Samoa by virtue of the triple authority 
of the nations concerned, His action in 
upholding the claims of Malietoa Tanus, 
even though this chief has been defeated 
by Mataafa and his followers, is in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of justice. 

Mataafa returned from banishment only 
after signing a written agreement not to 
stir up rebellion in any way. Upon the 
death of the elder Majietoa he deliberate- 
ly broke his word and the Germans have 
encouraged and backed his Actions. The 
fact that he led a successful revolt docs 
not change his written word, and Judge 
Chambers could not ignore this document 
by which Mataafa invalidated his own 
claim to the throne. The action of the 
German Consul and of the President of the 
Municipal Council in breaking open the 
door of the courtroom and setting up a 
revolutionary. court was an unsuccessful 
coup d’état, and there is nothing left for 
Germany to do but to recall its officious 
functionary. As Germany naturally re- 
gards the continuance of cordial relations 
with the United “States as more valuable 
than the whale Samoan group, the affair is 
not likely to lead to any serious conse- 


ever, to recast the Berlin treaty and put 
an end to the anomalous condition in this 
little group of South Sea islands. 

The Washington authorities will do well 
to call for the partition of the Samoan group 
and go out of the joint control business 
at once and forever. Holy writ has de- 
clared two masters to be one too many, 
and three masters ate worse still, Let 
Germany and England toss up to see which 
shall have the rule of the natives, but let 
the United States withdraw from the en- 
tanglement and concentrate its energies in 
making a first-class coaling and naval 
station of Pango-Pango.

EXPENSIVE ALDERMANIC GRIEF. 

Alderman Scott of New York died recént- 
ly and was mourned elaborately and ex- 
pensively by his fellow-Aldermen. Rarely 
has the display of Aldermanic grief en- 
tailed such heavy cost to taxpayers. The 
mourners began by draping the Aldermanic 
Chamber at an expense of $366.80. They 
rode to the funeral in twenty coaches at 
$10 each, which involved $200 more. That 
no opportunity might pass unimproved of 
advertising their personal sense of loss they 
adorned themselves with memorial badges 


and crape bands at a cost of $37.40. That 


the-aggregate sense of loss might also find 
its fullest expression they sent a floral 
chair, which useless piece of trumpery cost 
$175, and each woebegone Alderman paid 
half a dollar for a pair of gloves, the total 
bill being 832. The funeral expenses thus 
far aggregated 8811.20. 
Griet usually takes away the appetite. 
The Aklermanic appetite, however, is not 
affected that way. The Aldermen had a 
lunch at the funeral which cost $27.40. As 
compared with what follows the bill shows 
that their appetites were slightly influenced 
by their grief, for when they returned from 
the funeral they went to the Astor House 
and had supper, which cost $105.40, show- 
ing that their sorrow had been mitigated 
nearly eighty dollars’ worth in a few hours, 
The total bill for the funeral was $940, By 
a most unfortunate coincidence on the even- 
ing of the funeral of Scott word came, while 
the Council was in session, that another 
Alderman had died, and the board ad- 
journed out of respect to his memory, and 
promptly arranged for another display of 
grief upon quite as elaborate a scale as that 
which accompanied his predecessor upon 
his last journey. Greater New York is pay- 
ing heavily in many ways for the honors it 
has arrogated to itself, but Aldermanie sor- 
row appears to be one of the most crushing 
of burdens upon the unfortunate taxpay- 
ers, who are being fleeced right and left.

BRYAN WILL NOT COMPROMISE. 
Bryan is for 16 to 1” “ without wait: 
ing for the aid or consent of any other 
nation.” Most Eastern Democrats of any 
prominence are opposed to that ratio for 
economic and political reasons.

Bryan 
is well aware of the fact that the great 
nations of the earth will not join together 
to establish “16 to 1” because they are 
convinced that the only effect would be 
a change from the gold standard to the 
silver standard, and they see nothing to 
be gained by making the change. Bryan 
asserts that the free coinage of silver by 


the United States alone at the ratio of | 


16 to 1 would make sixteen ounces of 
silver worth as much commercially as one 


ounce of gold. If American action alone | 


would do that the conjoint action of the 
whole world certainly would have the same 


effect, but European nations do not be- | 


lieve they could more than deuble the com- 
mercial value of silver by coining it free at 
Bryan's ratio. 
It is true that there was a time when 
371% grains of silver were the equivalent 
in purchasing power of 23 1-5 grains of 
gold. At that time the ratio of 16 to 1 
existed commercially. But twenty-five 
years ago the ratio began to change for 
the worse as far as silver Was concerned. 
An ounce of gold exchanges now for about 
34 ounces of silver. The question is 
whether the opening of all the mints to 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 would create 
such a “demand” for that metal as to 
more than double its commercial value. 
The answer must be that that could 
not happen unless there should be an un- 
precedented and seemingly impossible in- 
crease in the production of gold or a seem- - 
ingly impossible great reduction of the out- 
put of silver, | : 
Even admitting that the closing of so 


to do with its fall in value, it is evi- 
dent that the principal cause of that fall 
has been the immense reduction in the 
cost of producing silver. New processes 
have been invented for handling the ores, 
so that ores once intractable ‘and value- 
less can be worked profitably now. The 
railroads which: have penetrated the sil- 
ver producing regions of this and other 
countries have given a value to mines 
which were previously worthless. So at 
this time it costs less than half what it 
did in 1873 to put an ounce of silver on 
the market. There has been no such low- 
ering of cost of production in the case 
gold. 

There is an enormous amount of sil- 
ver ore in sight which it does not pay 
to work when silver brings only 59 or 
60 cents an ounce in New York, Add 
only 10 cents to the current commercial 
price and there would be a remarkable 
increase in the output of silver. Double 
the commercial price and the output would

As it is impossible, for causes which 
are more potent than legislation, for all 
the nations of the earth te double the com- 
mercial value of silver, it is impossible 
for the United States alone to do it. 
All that can be done honestly for silver 
in this or any other country is to make 
it a legal tender on the basis of its com- 
mercial value. But that mode of dealing 
with silver does not commend itself to Bry- 
an. He demands arbitrary legislation 
by which creditors may be compelled to 
take silver for more than twice its actual 
value. He understands that no law can 
be enacted forcing the owners of property 
to sell that property for sixteen ounces 
of coined silver when it is worth thirty- 
four ounces. He knows that the laws of 
trade and traffic cannot be set aside by 
Congress, but Congress can pass laws en- 
abling debtors to pay their creditors in 
half value money. Bryan demands “16 
to 1” in order that that may be done, and 
no “compromise” which contemplates 
surrendering that demand will be accepted 
by him.

Example of Anti- Expansion Folly— 
How United States Withheld a Help- 
ing Hand from Samoa in 1875. 


Massachusetts, during General Grant's 
last term, furnished the same leadership 
for the anti-expansion forces of the United 
States it furnishes today. Senator Hoar 
is offering the same resistance to the broad 
policy of the McKinley administration that 
Charles Sumner offered to the far-seeing 
statesmanship of Ulysses 8. Grant. To the 
narrowness of Sumner and his followers is 
fairly chargeable the present unhappy con- 
dition of affairs in the Samoan archipelago. 
The people of these islands, in 1873, were 
eager for annexation to the United States. 
In the previous year, the chiefs had united 
in placing the islands under the protection 
of our government, represented by Com- 
modore Meade, who then visited them with 
a United States warship. Colonel A. B. 
Steinberger, sent out by President Grant 
as a special agent in 1873 to investigate, 
made a report so favorable that General 
Grant—apparently little dreaming of the 
misguided opposition he was to meet in 
Congress—sent him out again in 1875 to ar- 
range for the establishnrent of a permanent 
government. His second arrival was hailed 
with enthusiasm by a gathering of 10,000 
natives. The United States flag was hoisted 
over another devised for the islands, and 
the natives forthwith elected Colonel Stein- 
berger, as representing the United States, 
“Prime Minister for Hife.“ Of course, with- 
out Congressional authority, no formal an- 
nexation was attempted. Unfortunately, - 
Senator Sumner succeeded in rousing such 
antagonism to General Grant’s proposals, 
and to the wishes of the islanders, that 
the annexation plan was defeated. Mean-

fomented divisions among the natives. 
upshot of all was the miserable treaty under 
which the prior claims of the United States 
were set aside and the present joint pro- 
tectorate by Germany, Great Britain, and 
the United States was established. Another 
result wae the practical surrender to Ger- 
many of the larger part of an exceedingly 
valuable trade before carried on with the 
United States. Within the last few years, 
however, most of that trade has been re- 
covered. This latter fact may have had 
no small influence in prompting the in- 
trigues, followed: by recent bloody strifes, 
by which the agents of Germany have 
sought to establish German ascendency. 

But for the Massachusetts and other anti- 
expansionists, the Samoan group would now 
be a peaceful, advanced, and prosperous 
dependency of the United States. The 
retrogression and anarchy which have been 
witnessed there since the failure of General 
Grant’s plans would find more than a coun- 
terpart in the Philippines should the anti- 
expansionists be permitted now to have 
their way. The denial of the benefits of an 
American administration to the people of 
Samoa was an act of inhumanity as well as 
a mistake in policy, the evil results of 
which will be felt, probably, for generations.

Power from the Whirlpool Rapids. 

Buffalo, N. V., Jan. 21.—The project of 
developing the power of the Whirlpool Rap- 
ids, as announced last week, has many in- 
teresting details. The company of New 
York and Buffalo capitalists interested in 
the project commissioned John Birkenbine, 
the well known Philadelphia engineer and 
President of the Franklin Institute of that 
city, to prepare plans for a. plant to be built 
in the gorge, and his efforts have just been 
made public. The project, as outlined by 


Mr. Birkenbine, contemplates the building 


of a power plant capable of producing 35,000 
horse-power, to cost 52,000,000. The chief 
feature of the scheme is to utilize 5 per cent 
of the waters of the rapids by conducting 
it through a canal to be built inside the 
track of the Niagara and Lewiston railroad, 
known as the Gorge road,“ the power- 
house to be built around the bend of the 
river just below the whirlpool. In a dis- 
cussion of the plan Mr. Birkenbine said: 
The average flow of water through the 
gorge is from 166,000 to 275,000 cubic feet 
each second, the speed at which it rushes 
down the gorge being 21.75 miles per hour— 
that is, from the bridges spanning the Niag- 
ara to the whirlpool. My plan is as follows: 
First, to divert a portion of the water 
from the river below the bridges into a canal, 
separated from the stream by an embank- 
ment or ‘wall, which will also carry the 


roadbed of the Niagara Falls and Lewiston 


railway. Owing to the velocity of the river 
it is proposed to construct.an entrance which 
will practically be a monolith of concrete 
or a mass of masonry, pierced with open- 
ings through which the water can pass into 
the canal. The excavation of the canal, 
which will involve the removal of enormous 
quantities of rock and débris, will be con- 
ducted at a low vost by hydraulic mining, or 
washing the loose material away by strong 
streams of water. Most of the waste ma- 
terial will go into the river, but the harder 
and better rock, which will have to be blast- 
ed dowh, will be utilized in the construction 
of the bank for the canal, the power-house. 
and other purposes. 

The canal will deliver 10,500 cubic feet 
of water each second, or 5 per cent of the 
normal volume of water passing through 
the gorge. Making allowance for head lost 
in the canal and for the efficiency of the 
water wheels, this volume of water can, 
with the fall available, produce 35,000.elec- 
trical horse-power. The plans admit the 
water to the canal about 300 feet below the 
hridge, from which point a fall of forty-five 
feet to the outlet of the whirlpool is secured. 
The canal will be 5,300 feet in length and 
average 100 feet in breadth. It is propcsed to 
equip the power-house, just below the head, 
with water wheels, electric generators, and 
exciters, and to carry the railway track 
over a portion of the power-house to allow 
free vent ‘for tail water without interfering 
with the scenic features of the rallroad.“

wherever he goes, 


It was the absence of this mounting block 
that led to the disgrace of the gallant old 
Prince Egon Fuerstenberg and to his loss 
of the office of Master of the Horse to the 
Emperor of Austria. 

It was during the Austrian maneuvers some 
seven years ago. The two Emperors and all 
the other Austrian Princes and foreign roy- 
alties arrived on the review ground in car- 
riages and then proceeded to mount their 
horses.
